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A FORECAST OF WORK 
Tobe Done by Congress During the Present 
Week. 

Wasurncton, December 16.—This is the 
last week of congress prior to the holiday re- 
cess Which will probably begin with the ad- 
journment next Friday, in accordance with 
the termsof the resolution, now_ awaiting 
report from the house committee on ways and 
means. In the senato the tariff. bill still 
holds the right of way over all other measures 
aud will be considered from day to day imme- 
diately after routine morning hour bnsiness. 
During the first week of this session, thirty- 
eight pages of the bill were disposed of in two 
days, but the policy now pursued by the mi- 
nority of offering and discussing amendments 
ts almost every paragraph — restric- 
ted progress in four legislative 
daysof last week to four pages. It is appar- 
ent that the remainder of the bill cannot (as 
was hoped and expected by some members of 
he majority) be disposed or befere the holi- 
day recess. The morning hours will probably 
be enlivened by further efforts on the part of 
Senator Riddleberger to secure consideration 
of his resolution to discuss the British extradi- 
tion treaty In open session. 

Inthe house of representatives tomorrow 
motions in behalf the committee’ to_ pass 
measures under a suspension of the rules will 
be in order, but the pending motion, made by 
Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas in his individual ca- 
pacity for the passage of the Nicaugun canal 
bill, will have the right of way, the floor hay- 
ing been yielded to Mr. Dunn by Mr. Warner 
of Missouri, who has a motion pending for the 
passage of the Oklahoma bill. 

It is doubtful whether Chairman Blanchard,

Children Dying For hack of Attention in 
Montreal. 

Montrean, Quebec, December 15.—The 
diphtheria epidemic is growing more frightful. 
Itisextending over several provinces, and 
drives all before it. 

Four childron of a man named Brunet, who 
keeps a small grocery store at Coteau Rouge,a 
smal] settlement opposite Montrea!, died one 
after the other, from Friday to Monday, of 
diphtheria. The man could get no physician, 
and the neighbors would not gonear him, He 
took the bodies to the cemetery himself, an@ 
laid them on the ground, one of them uncof- 
fined. One of them he had secured a cofiin for 
yas found with the feet hanging over the end, 
the coffin being too short. The sexton had re- 
fused to sell Brunet a longer one because he 
hadn't money enough to pay for it. The sex- 
ton ofthe cemetery refused to bury the chil- 
dren unless he was paid his fee, and left the 
bodies where they had been placed until yes- 
terday, when Dr. Moquin heard of the matter. 
had the bodies disinfected, and induced the 
sexton to place them in a receiving vault, 
No physician visited Brunet’s children while 
they were ill, and they had no medicine of any 
kind. In fact, it is whispered that they died 
as inuch from starvation as from diphtheria. 
Diphtheria has broken cut in different places, 
and the only physician who will go into the 
houses is Dr. Moquin, who is attending the pa- 
tients gratuitously. The other physicians dare 
not visitthe patients, because they would not 
be allowed inside any other houses by the 
French Canadians.

OVER IREDSE’'S BODY. 


The Coroner’s Jury Say Hawes Also Mur 
dered His Baby. 

BirMINGHAM, Ala., December 16.—! Special. ] 
The inquest over the body of little Irene 
Hawes was concluded today. The evidence 
was simpiy the same chain of circumstances 
which tend to prove Hawes the murderer of 
lis wife and two chilnren,and the jury re- 
turned a verdict that Irene came to her death 
Saturday night, December Ist, at the hands of 
her father, Kichard R. Hawes, and that the 
killing was unlawfully done. 

There have been no developments today. 
The city is perfectly quiet, and no one 
apprehends any further attempt to lynch the 
prisoner. Hawes had no visitors today, there 
being strict orders to admit no one to his cell* 
The prison officials say he read the morning 
papers with evident interest, but had little to 
say to any one, and in no way referred to the 
crime with which he is charged.

PRETTY BOY'S AWFUL CRIME. 
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A Sioux Warrior Murders His Squaw and 
Kills Some of -His Pursuers. 

Camp Porrar River, Montana, December 
16,—A terrible tragedy, resuiting in the death 
of four persons and the fatal wounding of a 
fifth, occurred at Fort Veck, Indian agency, 
vesterday. For upwards of a week Pretty 
Boy, one of the Yankton Sioux tribe has been 
loaded with liquor. Agent Cowan attempted 
to discover Pretty Boy’s source of supply, but 
in vain. Yesterday Pretty Boy made a mur- 
derous attack upon his squaw. Seizing astick 
of firewood he dealt the helpless creatures 
blow on the head which cut a deep gash in the 
and fractured her skull. Not satisfied with 
this, thé blood-thirsty Sioux, crazed by the 
liquor he imbibed, jumped upon the prostrate 
body of the squaw and taking a knife out 
of his belt made preparations to scalp 
her. By this time a crowd of nearly 
one hundred JIudians gathered aronnd 
the couple. In the crowd 
tt number of Indian police, 
who rushed upon Pretty Boy and dragged him 
from the body af the squaw. This so enraged 
Pretty Boy, that, shaking off his captors, he 
ran to his tapee, and secured a Winchester 
ritie, with which he opened fire on the police, 
instantly killing too of them and fatally 
wouniug a third. He then proceeded to 
where his squaw was lying and placing the 
muzzle of the rifle betweeu her lips, fired four 
shots, literally blowing the woman’s head to 
pieces. This done, the Indian attempted to 
effect his escape, firing repeatedly at the In- 
dians who were in pursuit of him. Finding 
escape impossible, he halted on the crest of a 
hill, about a mile from the agency, and after 
severing the arteries in bis wrist, with his 
hunting knife, shot himself through the 
heart, death being instantaneous,

" THE YOUNG MAN’S SPEECH, 

Fiiday's debate in the reichstag was meimo- 
‘teble as the occasion of Count Herbert Bis- 
marck’s maiden speech. The greatest interest 
was shown, and more deputies were nresent 
than on any other day during the session. The 
public galleries were also crowded. Among 
the notable persons present was Lieutenant 
Wissmann. It was especially remarked that 
Count Herbert’s speech occupied over thirty 
minutés. It was tho event of the day, 
Count Herbert’s voice, enunciation, gestures 
and abrupt delivery vividiy reminded the 
audience of his father. Atthe beginning of 
the speech his remarks, though delivered in a 
loud tone, could scarcély be followed. After- 
wards he became calmer and more 
fiuent, gaining confidence as he won 
the sympathy of his audience. Storms 
of applause greeted the patriotic 
peroration. Count Herbert cannot exactly be 
said to have the gift of eloquence, but itis ad- 
mitted on ail sides that he acquitted himself 
of his task well and bandsomely. 

THE EMPEROR WILLIAM 
continues to work hard, He reccives Generals 
Von Waldersee and Von Wittick daily. It is 
reported that the latter is engaged in explain- 
ing in minute detail, the possibility of Ger- 
many sustaining & War against Trance and 
Russia simu!taneously. 

It is stated that the authorities at Kiel and 
Wilhelmshayven are preparing to send to Af- 
rica, at the shortest novice, a corps of volan- 
teers armed with repeaters and rifled cannons. 
Foreigners will be admitted tothe corps, the 
only condition being ability to withstand the 
climate. Some ofthe radical papers having 
asserted that Russia had supplied the Sou- 
danese with arms and inunitions, the Russian 
ambassador has assured Count Herbert Bis- 
marek that such assertions are totally un- 
founded. 

THE RUSSIAN LOAN. 

The financiers here are uneasy over the suc- 
cess of the Russian loan in Paris, which is sup- 
posed toindicate the possibility that France 
may recover her lost ground in the finaécial 
world. Thisshe might do if she devoted her 
energies tothe task and enacted the neces- 
sary legislation. She would thus infringe 
upon the domain which German financiers 
have cometo consider as theirowu. At the 
same time some believe that Paris has over- 
taxed herse!f and that the reaction must soon 
ensuc. ‘They, therefore, speculate for a de- 
cline, especially in Russian securities. As a 
compensation for the loss in Russian stocks, it 
is the evident intention to take adyantage of 
the sale at Paris of Italian rentes (the price of 
Which has fallen off considerably) to try to 
popularize those securities here. Another 
noticeable feature of the money market takes 
the form of the patriotic complaint 
that the French Credit Lyonnaise has 
sent agents into German provincial 
towns to canvass for business’ with 
German bankers and merchants. 

The Hamburg correspondent states that Pro- 
fessor Geffcken’s counsel have applied to the 
imperial tribunal for their client's release, giv- 
ing the whole of his property as bail, on the 
ground that he voluntarily surrendered him-

self. Theapplication was refused, it being 
held that the amount of bail offered would not 
prevent Geffcken from taking flight. His trial 
is expected to take place at Leipsic in January.

Two clerical 
speakers pleaded that Austria should join with 
other nations in the anti-slavery movement.

The Benefits of Religion—Sin the Hardest of 
Tasikmasters—Christ Frees Us from 
Siavery—An Eloquent Sermon.

T. DeWitt Talmage’s dis- 
course today was entitled, “Lifted from the 
Brick Kilns.’’ His text. was: “Though ye

—Psalms 68:15, 
He said: 

I suppose you know what the Israelites did 
down in Egyptian slavery. They made bricks. 
Amid the utensils of the brick kiln there were 


| also other utensils of cookery—the kettles, the 


pots, the pans, with which they prepared their 
daily food—and when these poor slaves, tired 
of the day’s werk, lay down to rest, they lay 
down amid the implements of cookery and 
the implements of hard work. When they 
arose in the morning they found their garments 
covered with the clay and the smoke and 
the dust, and besmirched and be- 
grimed with the utensils of cookery. But 


after a while the Lord broke up that slavery,. 


and he took these poor slaves into a land 
where they had better garb, bright and clean 
and beautijul apparel. No more bricks for 
them to make. Let Pharaoh make his own 
bricks. When David im my text comes to db- 
scribe the transition ,of these poor Israelites 
from their bondage amid the brick-kilns into 
the glhoridus emancipation for which God 
had prepared them, he says: ‘‘Though ye 
have lain ameng the pots. yet shall ye be as 
the wings of adove covered with silver, and 
her feathers with yellow gold.”’ 

Miss Whately, the author of a cele- 
brated book, “Life in Egypt,” said 
she sometimes saw people in the east 
cooking their food on the tops of 
houses, and that she had often secn, just be- 
fore sundown, pigeons, doves, which had, dur- 
ing the heat of the day, been hiding among 
the kettles and the paus with which the food 
was prepared, picking up the crambs that they 
might find—just about the hour of sunser 
would spread their wings and tly heavenward, 
entirely unsoiled by the region in which they 
had moved, for the pigeon is a very cleanly 
bird. Aundas the pigeons tlew away thé set- 
ting sun would throw silver on thew wings 
and gold on their breast. Soyon see it was not 
a far-fetched simile, or an unnatural compari- 
son, when David in my text says tothe eman- 
cipated Israelites. and saysto all those who 
are brought out of any kind of trouble into 
any kind of Spiritual joy: “Though ye have 
lain among the pots, yet shall ye be as the 
wings of a dove covered with silver, and «her 
feathers with yellow gold.” 

Sin is the hardest of all taskmasters. Worse 
than Pharach, it Keens us tradging, trudging 
in a most degrading service ; but after a while 
Christ comes, and he says: *‘Let my people 
eo,’’ and we pass out froin among the brick- 
kilns of sin into the glorious liberty of the gos- 
pel; we put onthe clean robes of a Christian 
profession, and when at last we soar away to 
the warm nest which God hes provided for us 
in heaven, we shall go fairer than a dove, its 
wings covered with silver, and its feathers 
covered with yellow goid. 

I am going to preach something which some 
of you do not believe, and that is thatthe 

andest possible adorninent isthe religion of 
Jesus Christ. . There are a great many peonie 
who suppese that religion is a very different 
thing from what it really is. The reason men 
condemn the Bible is because they do not 
understand the sible; they hare not 
properly examined it. Dr. Johnson said 
that Hume told a minister in the bishop7ie of 
Durham that he had never particularly ex- 
amined the testament, yet all his life warring 
against it. Halley, the astionomer, announced 
his skepticism toSir Isaac Newton, and Sir 
Isaac Newton said: ‘‘Now, sir, I have ex- 
amined the subject and you have not, and I 
am ashamed that you, professing to be a 
philosopher, consent to condema a_ thing 
you never have examined.’’ Andso men re- 
ject the religion of Jesus Christ because they 
have really never inyestigatedit. They think 
itsomething cold, something that will not 
work, something Pecksnifian, something 
hypocritical, something repulsive, when it is 
so bright and so beautiful you might compare 
it to a chaffinch, you might compare it to a 
robin redbreast, you might compare it to a 
dove, its wings covered with silver, and its 
feathere with yellow gold. 

But how isitif a young man becomes a 
Christian? All through the club-rooms where 
he associates, allthrough the business circles 
where he is known, there is commiseraticn. 
They say: ‘‘Whatapity that a young man 
who had such bright prospects should so have 
been despoiled by those Christians, giving up 
all his worldly prospects for something which 
is of no particular present worth!” Hereis a 
young woman who becomes a Christian, her 
voice, her face, her manners the charm of the 
drawing-room. Now all through the fashiona- 
ble circles the whisper goes: ‘‘What a pity 
that such a bright ight should have been ex- 
tinguished, that such a graceful gait should be 
crippled, that such wordly prospects should be 
obliterated!’’ Ah, my friends, it can be shown 
that religion’s ways are ways of pleasantness 
and that all her paths are peace; that 
religion, instead of being dark, 
and doleful, and lachrymose, and repulsive, is 
bright and beautiful, fairer than a dove, its 
wings covered with silver and its feathers with 
yellow gold. See, in the first place, 
what religion will do. for a man’s 
heart. I care not how cheerful aman may nat- 
urally be before conversion, conversions briltgs 
him up to a higher standard of cheerfulness. I 
do not say he will laugh any louder, | do not 
say but he may stand back from some forms of 
hilarity in which he once indulged; but there 
come into the soul an immense satisfaction. 
A young man, nota Christian, depends upon 
worldly successes to keep his spirits up. Now 
he is prospered, now he has large salary, now 
he bas a beautiful wardrobe,now he kas pleas- 
ant friends, now he has more mouey than he 
knows how to spend; everything goes bright 
and well with him. Bat trouble comes—there 
are many young men in the house this 
morning who can testify out of 
their own experience that some- 
times to young men trouble does come—his 
friends are gone, his salary is gone, his health 
is gone; goes down, cown.

Mrs. Lilla Crabb, nee Grifliin, wife of Charles 
Crabb, committed suicide this morning at 
their boarding house here by shooting herself 
through the head. Cause unknown. She was 
a bride of two montiis. 

Two months ago there was nota fairer lass 
in Cedar Valicy than Lilla Griffin. 

She was the daughter of an honest and hard 
working mechanic, Thomas Gritlin, of Cedar- 
town, who petted and idolized her as only a 
fond and indulgent father can love a favorite 
child. 

She was just in the early bloom of @ 
promising womanhood, of a vivacious temper- 
ament, and beautiful tigure, and a general fay- 
orite among the young people of the town. She 
was a beautiful branette, and accounted a 
belle of the town. 

Charlie Crabb was a young man, well liked 

in the community, quiet: and unassumitig, ad- 
dicted to no bad vices, hard working and hon- 
est. He had been paying attentions to the 
girl for some time, and at last asked her hand 
in marriage, but the parents were opposed to 
the match and would not give her up. So one 
fair Sunday in October the pair agreed to get 
married anyhow, and a license haying 
been procured they siipped away quietly and 
the ceremony was performed. There was the 
usual little flurry which amounted to nothing, 
and the young people secured board with Mrs.

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England has 4 troublesome problem on 
hand in the shape of the mahdi’s threat to 
summarily dispose of his prisoners, Emin 
Bey and Stanley. 

The disastrous fate of Gordon will aronse 
a strong feeling in belralf of the two ex- 
plorers, and the British government may 
find itself forced to give up Suakim in order 
- to secure the release of the mahdi’s captives. 
It will be humiliating, but England has a 
duty to perform. Emin Bey was sent out 
nnder British auspices, and Stanley was in- 
duced by the people of England to go in 
search of Dr. Emin. 

“Hf the mahdi’s demands are granted the 
British will not finally lose Suakim. A lit- 
tle issue of good faith with the savage fol- 
lowers of Mahomet will not be allowed to 
stand in the way of a. great empire. The 
release of Stanley and his companion would 
inevitably be followed sooner or later by the 
recapture of Suakim. 

Taking this view of the situation it is 
altogether probable that the British will 
temporarily abandon the miserable little 
town whichidias lately been forced into im- 
portance as a military point. In this way 
© two valuable lives can be saved, and the 
invaders will be left to choose their own 
‘time for another hostile advance. 
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Tris said that the Sackville controversy 
fs still going on between the two govern- 
ments. But Sack is probably glad that he

General Sherman has been heard from 

again. 
’ ‘The veteran, in his declining years, is by 
turns amusing and irritating. His particu- 
lar craze scems to bea desire to vindicate 
himself, and, as he talks and writes without 
being at all hampered by the facts of his- 
tory, he is making prima facie an excellent 
record for himself. 

Ina recent interview the general was 
atked if he destroyed Ailanta. He replied 
with vigorous emphasis tliat the charge was 
untrue, that it had been in his power 
to burn the city, but Re had merely de- 
stroyed the railroad depot. About two 
blocks of buildings, including the Kimball 
house, caught fire from some exploding 
confederate sliclls buried in close proximity. 

This ig the way the general puts it, al- 
though he is aware of the fact that thous- 
ands of men now living are able to contra- 
dict him from their own personal knowl- 
edge. 

When the confederates re-oceupied the 
city they found the place destroyed from 
Brotherton’s corner to the First Methodist 
ehurch, and from the courthouse to the old 
mineral spring. Nothing was left but a 
rim of about five hundred dwellings and 
about halfa dozen stores. The Kimball 
house was not burned, for the simple reason 
that it was not in existence at that time. 

If this is General Sherman’s idea of his- 
tory lie should write a work of that sort. 
Grown men would laugh over it and the 
children would cry for it. The book would 
rival in interest and veracity the popular 
travels of the famous Baron Munchausen. 
But perhaps this is toosevere. The gen- 
eral may be simply forgetful instead of de- 
liberately inventive. Ile is old and in af- 
fliction. Let him talk and fight his battles 
over again to suit himself.

‘the Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weckly review of the cotton movement, 
gsaysthat forthe week ending Jast Friday 
the total receipts have reached 207,840 
bales, against 243,080 bales last week, and 
258,091 bales the previous week; making 
the total receipts since the Ist of Septem- 
ber, 1888, 3,135,916 bales, against 3,503,867 
bales for the same period of 1887, showing 
a decrease since September 1,1888, of 458,- 
851 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
230,116 bales, of which 115,653 were to 
Great Britain, 20,886 to France and 95,577 
to the rest of the continent. The total 
sales for forward delivery for the week are 
219,500 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up this week 2,240 bales, in- 
cluding-100 for export, 1,890 for consump- 
tion and 250 for speculation. Of the above 
250 bales were to arrive. 

The imports into continental ports 
have been 30,000 bales. There is a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight of 384,588 bales 
as compared with the samie date of 1587, a 
decrease of 803;318 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1886 and a cde- 
crease Of 200,550 bales as compared with 
1885. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 28,570 bales and are to- 
might 95,252 bales less than atthe same 
period last year. The receipts at the same 
towns have been 11,560 bales more than 
the same week last year, and since Septem- 
ber 1 the receipis at all the towns are 397,- 
672 bales less than for the same time in 
1887. : 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 3,503,458 
bales; in 1SS7 were 4,067,406 bales; in 1886 
were 3,599,028 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
267,840: bales, the actual movement from 

plantations was 308,046 bales, the balance 
going to increase the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 247,948 
bales and for 1886 they were 269,527 bales. 

The decrease in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 634,491 bales, the 
decrease as compared with IS886 is 6,054 
bales and the decrease from 1885 is 30,410 

~ bales: 

The average weight of the deliveries in 
Great Britain is 454 pounds per bale this 
season, against 435 pounds during the same 
time last season. The continental deliveries 
average 453 pounds, against 437 pounds last 
year, and for the whole of Europe the de- 
diveries average 453-6 pounds per bale, 
Against 455 pounds last seaso.2. 

The weekly consumption i Europe is 
now 148,000 bales of 400 po 
against 145,000 bales of the same Weight at 


each, © 


the corresponding time last year. The 
total spinners’ stocks in Great Britain and 
on the continent have. increased 77,000 
bales during the month, but are now 266,- 
000 bales less than at the same date last 
season. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future délivery was lacking in 
spirit during the first half of the week un- 
der review. Some strength was given 
values on Monday and during the morning 
hours of Tuesday, by reduced crop esti- 
mates put forth by leading houses of New 
Orleans. These, however, although re- 
ceiving rather more credence than a mouth 
ago, did not give the bulls sufficient courage 
to buy freely. 

Only a moderate degree of selling on 
Tuesday afternoon and Wednesday morn- 
ing was sufficient to cause not only the loss 
of the advance, but some further decline 
from the prices of.the previous Friday, which 
later on was recovered by the revision of 
spot quotations, with considerable covering 
of contracts for the early months. 

Friday the large movement of the crop 
caused some depression through many of 
the bulls unloading, but the close was 
steady. Cotton on the spot was very dull; 
neither shippers nor home spinners would 
buy to any extent, except at lower prices. 
On Wednesday the difference between up- 
lands and Gulfs was widened ic., and Gulf 
advanced ic, 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices from 
the south indicate that rain has fallen in 
about all sections during the weck, but in 
general the precipitation has been light. 
The marketing of cotton continues on a 
liberal scale.

Avcusta, Ga., Dec. &.—(Special.)—-‘“The Greens- 
boro Herald,’’ one of the leading democratic papers 
ofthe state, discussing the recent triump4 of the 
republican party, gays: 

“We believe that but one course is open to us, and 
we should be hot to adopt if. We have tried pacific 
measures, Wecanuseothers. That method is the 
boyeott. No onecan deny that thesouth conitri- 
butes largely to the wealth ofthe north.

Our 
home cotton mills can supply us with respects 
clothing; our mercbants in concert can import what 
toreigi finery they may need without the necessity 
of coming through a northern jobbing house.’ 

The editor then goes on to suggest that the 
Farmers’ Alliance should distinguish itself by mak 
ing war on northern dealers, and concludes: 

“They are upon the line of proiecting the people 
from monopolicsand wrongs; they will protectthem

As there is no restriction on private banking es- 

tablishments, or state banks, why do tney not make 
loans of this sort? There is pieuty of money right 
here in Georgia, plenty right here in Atlanta, wait- 
ing Jorinvestment. It would be well for legislators 
to ask why this!money does not seek for farm mort- 
gages, 
Indiyiduals and loan companies can put out 
money’ on long time. with but little ex- 
pense, Not so with banks which must. be 
ready at any moment to pay their depositors’ 
checks in full. 

Now as ‘to legislation, which is supposed to benefit 
the farmer. 

There is some excuse for thinking he needs onr 
paternal care when he raises a lot of worthless, 
sheep killing dogs in place of flocks of valuable 
sleep.

letter, a reasonable and intelligent pubiie will 
readily appreciate the ditticulties that stood in 
the way of one trying to avoid what wicht be 
termed journalistic second-handedness, 

I have nothingto do with Mr. Womack's 
connection with the matter and made no refer. 
ence to his late presence in Madison. This 
much of the article is left to that ventleman 
and your reporter. 

In regard to the assertion of Cohen's brother 
“that there was no truth in the report. and 
while his brother had made a statement. no 
one knew its purport,” I have only to say, 
since Cohen’s brother admits that a statewent 
has been made, his assertion that noone knows 
its purport, is, of itself, ridiculously conflict. 
ing. Now, the knowledge that Sampsie Cohen 
has made a statement, and the purport of that 
statement are identical, a proposition that is 
plain to any intelligent person. It is further 
known that his statement is in the possession 
of several persons, and, this  heing 
true, ri cubmit, if it is not 
fair to assume that somebody hag 
talked, perhaps unmeaningly broken the 
pledge of secrecy that is put upon those who 
watch at the wounded man’s bedside. 

Without divulging how I came in possession 
of the facts contained in my report, which isa 
professional secret that [ cannot disregard, I 
will say that I have asked three repniabie per- 
sons who have watched at Cohen’s bedside 
whether my report was correct, each of whom 
replied that ‘‘it was correct as far as it went,’’ 
and :ecmed to wonder how I gathered ihe ine 
formation.

These points can be fully sustained by com- 
potent proof, and any denial of the essential 
accuracy of cither, shows a natural preference 
for mistatement on the part of the person mak- 
ing the denial. I can see no use in an attempt 
to keep this matter from the public at the ex 
pense of truth. 

Inasmuch asthe Journal’s interview was 
had in Covington, and Dr. Bell wasin Madi- 
sonatthetime, that gentleman must have 
been reported by some third party. Dr. Beil 
denies having made the statement aiiributed 
to him.

Between ten and eleven o'clock the woman 
was seen going towards Whitehall street, and 
three-quarters of an hour later she was seen 

_ going back towards her home. 

About one o’clock she laid down upon the 
bed, and in a few minutes her mother hap- 
pened to notice the girl's face and was alarmed 
at her appearance. |
